AGKD MAN BURNS TO DEATH

To .Murder Solution

(AP)—Air made 
mostly of helium is under test at 
Purdue university to learn whither 
it will prevent one of man s most 
painful diseases, 
the “bends” of 
divers. 
A 
pair of 
white rats, named 
Damon and Pythias, are taking the 
preliminary 
tests, 
breathing 
the 
new atmosphere. 
'Hits air contains the 
normal 
amount of oxygen, but Its nitrogen, 
which forms nearly 80 per cent of 
ordinary air, Is extracted and heli­ 
um 
substituted. Nitrogen 
is 
the 
apparent cause of "bends.” 
Gets Into Blood 
, It gets into the blood seemingly 
forced there by the compressed air 
on which deep sea divers and cais­ 
son men work. Then when the 
pressure is reduced as the men rise, 
this excess nitrogen is thought to 
form into bubbles that cause the 
disease. Reaching the heart, brain 
or spinal cord, they are fatal. 
1 
The Purdue work is undertaken 
by General W. Daubenspeck. a grad­ 
uate, working in the biology depart - 
men under Dr. Howard E. Enders 
and in cooperation with the Helium 
Company of Louisville. 
The hope that helium may not 
be as bad as nitrogen is based upon 
the fact that it is less soluble than 
nitrogen. 
Helium Is odorless, taste­ 
less and colorless 
It also Is inert 
which means that it does not com­ 
bine readily with other elements, a 
quality which accounts for its safe­ 
ty from explosion when used in 
dirigibles. 
Hrlium Tests 
The first step at Purdue is to 
learn whether the helium atmos­ 
phere harms the rats 
While rats 
are the animals nearest Uke hu­ 
mans In metabolism, the processes 
of producing energy. 
The fact that helium, nitrogen. 
argon and other ordinay gases of 
the air may be mixed In new and 
artificial proportions without caus­ 
ing death of animals has been re­ 
ported to the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science by 
Dr. J Willard Hershey of McPher- 
con College, Kansas.
